Help the Chinese People 


_A REPORT in the New York Times from Hongkong 
last Friday predicts a major famine in China next year. 
The disruptions of war, shortages of food, and the wide- 
spread floods, according to this report, will mean dis- 
organization and tragedy worse than the days of the 
Japanese o@cupation. | 

We don't know whether this report has any truth 
in-it.' But it wouldn't be surprising if the new democratic 
China. has plenty of difficulties. A new social order 
always faces the problem of cleaning up the rubbish 
and wreckage of the old one. The American colonies 
had troubles for -years after the Revolution. 


But what strikes us is that’ the New York Times 
report doesn’t suggest any action by the United States 
to help China. the contrary, the implication is a 
gloating. one—let the Chinese people suffer, the idea is, 
and maybe they will overthrow the Communist-led gov- 
ernment! 

In other words, it was allright to ship billions in 
armaments and waste a fortune in supplies on the corrupt 
Kuomintang dictatorship. It was all right to instigate 


and prolong civil war. But the Chinese people, for whom | 


the Administration professes such continuing love, are 
to be allowed to suffer the effects of famine and flood 
just -because they have chosen a government which the 
American big monopolists and their political hacks don't 
like. Such is the morality of the false friends of 
China. 

Our opie. however, won't react that way. Amer- 
icans wi e Chinese ple well. The government 
should recognize China diplomatically, permit normal 
trade with it. That will be in our own interest, as a 
‘people, and will be only a starter in breaking away 
entirely from the bankrupt policy, just admitted by the 
White Paper.

MacArthur Gives Signal 
To Redbaiters in Japan 


By HUGH DEANE 


TOKYO, Aug. 14 (ALN).—The cam- 
paign against the Japanese left has entered 
a new phase since Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur gave it his blessing July 4. 

American and Japanese authorities, 
without regard to the facts, are exploiting two 
recent incidents in an effort to create an anti- 
Communist hysteria under cover of which they 


can impose new legal restrictions on political and 
union activity. 


MacArthur on July 4 concluded a long de- 


nunciation of communism by questioning 
“whether such a movement should longer be ac- 
corded the validity, the sanction and the protec- 
tion of the law.” Japanese rightists immediately 
took the statement as a guide to action. 

On July 5 the mangiéd corpse of Sandanori 
Shimoyama, president of the Government Rail- 
way Corp., which was engaged in discharging 
95,000 workers, was found beside railroad tracks 
in Tokyo.
